Dr. Joseph Blacow, Chairman of 
the Business Department, has been 
asked by the Navy Postgraduate 
School to accept a position as Chair- 
man of the Applied Management 
Division. 

He has requested a leave of ab- 
sence for one year in order to take 
this position at the Navy School.

Recent Diggings 
Yield No Bones 


Extensive digging by a group of 
MPC students at the site of their 
rare ‘‘dinosaur bones’’ find during 
Easter week has failed to recover any 
more of the skeleton. 


The group’s leader Fun Howard 
said that the twelve members of the 
expedition moved about 25 cubic 
yards of dirt and stone. ‘’We found 
lots of fossilized nautiluses, am- 
monites and a great deal of fossilized 
crabs, but didn’t find any more of 
the Elasmosaur.’’ 


Howard found the two large ver- 
tebrae while on a digging expedition 
with four other MPC students re- 
cently. Dr. S. P. Wells, University of 
California Paleontologist, identified 
the ‘dinosaur bones’’ as those of a 
40 foot. long Elasmosaur, a marine 
reptile which roamed the tidelands 
of the Paleocene seas, about 90 mil- 
lion years ago. 


The find, the professor said, opens 
up a. whole new area for exploration. 

The MPC group took a digging trip 
to Coalinga last week. 


Dr. Wells said last week, when he 
visited the site, that the area could 
now be recorded as being fossil bear- 
ing. ‘’Fossils have never found in 
such good condition north of the 
Uanoche Hills,” Howard quoted him 
as saying.
